AWFUL CALAMITY! 

FRIGHTFUL HURRICANE. 

TWENTY PERSONS KILLED— FIFTEEN 
OR TWENTY OTHERS SERIOUSLY 
WOCNUED-A CHURCH AND SEVER- 
AL IIOUSEs IN RUIIIS— ONE HUNDRED 
BUILDINGS UNROOFED AND OTHER- 
WISE INJURED— ACCIDENTS TO 
THOSE RESCUING THE VICTIMS 
Twelve o'clock, August 27th, 1*54, will long 
he rernemberod as a terrible epoch in the histo- 
ty of Louisville. 

With that hour came death to many persons 
assembled in the house of God, engaged in wor- 
ship, and destruction to a vast amount of prop- 
erty m the city. 

Ooo of the most violent storms whieh has ev- 
er swept over this seodon of Kentucky left its 
dreadful footprints in lhe cilv yesterday. After a 
sovere droutli of many weeks duration, lhe skv, 
eaily in llie day, indicated rain. The clouds 
gathered, and we had what persons, not within 
t.ie reach of the tornado accompanying it, would 
call a thun.ier shower- But within the reach ol 
its sweeping breath was tne Third Presbyteri- 
an Cbnrcn, corner of Eleventh and Walnut 
strrrf, which it comp:*t„h wieoked— Mo»luf 



and one or two other boats, were 
their moorings, and lodged on tho rocks, oppo- 
site the foot of Fifih street. They all succeed-, 
ed in gelling oft', however, without sustaining 
much injury. 

Tho solemiid block of four story houses, re<- 
cenlly elected 011 the north side of .Main street, 
between eighth and uiulh, were completely de- 
stroyed ami il is thought that two or three men 
were buried iu the ruins. These buildings were 
considered to be the most substantial ones iu 
city, lhe walls being of irreat thickness, and weli 
pul up. They were owned Robert Realty, Esq;, 
Messrs Wright &, llridgford, und were erected at 
a cost SI"- ,000. We learn that the shock pro- 
duced by the tailing of these buildiugs, was leir- 
ful ill the extreme, and caused great consterna- 
tion in the vicinity, many supposing that il was 
an earthquake.

on Magazine street, between eleventh and twelfth 
streets, was btmvnjdown, and portions of it car- 
ried a distance of several hundred yards. We, 
were unable lo ascertain the amount of loss, but 
presume it will be scleral thousand dollars. 

Tho new city School House, at the corner ol 
ninth and Magazine streets, was unroofed, and 
portions of the tin roofing cirried a distance of 
three hundred yards. A large |«iece, which look 
sd like it would weigh two or t.iree tons, fell Into 
a yard, about two hundred yards distant. The 
damage to the School House will ainouui to six 
or eight hundred dollars. 

The roof of the Blind Asylum, on Chesnut, 
between eighth and ninth streets, was badly dam- 
aged. 

The Medical College, on Chesnut street, be- 
tween eighth and ninth, eras muoh injured. 

The residence of Mr Johnson, flour inspector, 
on the corner of niulll street aud Broadway , was 
complelely nuroofed. Damages four or rive 
hundred dollars. 

Several houses on eigth, street between Mag- 
azine and Clnsiiul, belonging to .Mr Fuller, were 
unroofed. 

The residence ot Mr J Callahan, on the cor- 
ner of ninth and Magazine, was considerably in- 
jured. 

The beautiful family residence of Col Win 
Riddle, yn Kentucky street, between eiglitb and 
ninth, was unroofed. 

A large brick building on Kentuc k y street
